Noted Anthropologist Speaks

Convocation Topic For Leakey 





Dr. Lovis S. B. Leakey, noted anthropologist, archeologist, and author who will deliver the con- 
vocation address Monday, March 14. He will speak on Problems of Human Evolution. 


Dr. Louis S. B. Leakey, not- 
ed anthropologist-archeologist- 
author, will speak on Prob- 
lems of Human Evolution in a 
convocation address scheduled 
for Monday, March 14, at 11 
a.m. in the Men's Gym. Classes 
are dismissed. 

Kenya-born Leakey has been 
credited with the unearthing 
of what his colleagues term 
“one of the most important 


archeological sequences ever 
found.” This discovery, made 
by Leakey’s party in the Ol- 
duvai Gorge of northern Tan- 
ganyika in 1959, supports the- 
ories that western civilization 
had its remote beginnings in 
that area of Africa. This find 
is known as “Zinjanthropus,” 
estimated at 1.75 million years 
old. In 1964, his “Homo ha- 
bilis’” discovery was made and 


the age of these remains are 
estimated at 2 million years. 
Leakey and his wife have 
spent most of their lives in 
the Olduvai Gorge area where 
since \931 their work has con- 
tributed much to tracing man’s 
origins. Funds for supporting 
the «expeditions have come 
from private sources as well 
as from a major source, the 
National Geographic Society.

HIGH SCHOOL DRAMATISTS COMPETE SIN TENTH ANNUAL LENAEA FESTIVAL 


Sacramento State College, 
for the tenth year, is present- 
ing the Lenaea High School 
Drama Festival in the Little 
Theater. The purpose of Len- 
aea is to encourage drama in 
high schools and 25 competing 
high schools from Northern 
California will perform one- 
act plays or cuttings from full- 
length ones. 

Performances will run from 
March 9 through March 18 
with the final night, March 
19, reserved for competition 
between the two best dramas 
and two best comedies. Cur- 
tain time will be 8 p.m. and 
the admission to the public is 
one dollar for adults and fifty 
cents for students.

may attend rehearsals of these 
plays as well as obtain help 
in staging their own produc- 


tions. Tedhnical assistance 
during performances is pro- 
vided by the college in such 
areas as stage, curtains, lights, 
sound and makeup.

Approximately $1800 has 
been set aside for this pur- 
pose from the ASSSC gen- 
eral fund and work has al- 
ready begun to move the

The BOD will have the old 
ticket office for its use, and 
the old BOD office will be a 
workroom for co-ordinators. 

John Plantania, co-ordinat- 
or of community affairs, re- 
ported that he hopes to con- 
solidate efforts for the college 
to be of more service to the 
community. In this connection 
he hopes to develop a student 
group for those interested in 
volunteer activities.

According to 
Schlotthauer this undertaking 
was instigated from Ritchie 
Eich's ideas of demonstrating 
a better image of SSC and its 
student government. 

Benicia High School's stu- 
dent council was the first to 
visit under the program. 
Schlotthauer explained that all 
schools in the Grant, San Juan 
and Sacramento Unified Dis- 
tricts will be invited to the 
campus for a reception, tour of 
the campus, class observation 
and BOD meeting visitation. 

When this enterprise is in 
full operation it is hoped to 
have one student group visit 
each week. 

The Hornet Foundation has 
donated funds to defray the 
cost of the visitation program. 

The work of the newly ap- 
pointed ASSSC news director 
is also aimed at arousing and 
encouraging public interest in 
SSC. News director Rod 
Beaudry sends news releases 
on ASSSC events and pro- 
grams to over 80 newspapers 
in 14 counties, to radio stations, 
television stations and wire 
services. 

Beaudry works out of the 
office of SSC publicity man- 
ager Duane Spilsbury. The po- 
sition was proposed by Presi- 
dent Poswall. 

March 18 is the date set for 
Poswall and several other stu- 
dent presidents from Califor- 
nia state colleges to meet with 
Governor Brown. 

The ASSSC head sees this as 
yet another opportunity to pro- 
mote the college and explain 
various programs and prob- 
lems——particularly that of fi- 
nances.

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Proposal for a Just Draft Law 


As the Johnson Administration moves toward a big- 
ger war in Viet Nam, offering platitudes for reasons 
Sen. Ernest Greuning (D-AJaska) has introduced legisla- 
tion that would end the government's power to force 
Americans to fight in that, war. 


Greuning’s proposals, introduced in the form of 
amendments to Administration measures providing mili- 
tary and aid programs for Viet Nam, have not been wide- 
ly discussed, but they will soon come before the Senate. 


The amendments are clear and to the point and re- 
flect a concept of justice that has been missing in every 
aspect of the war in Viet Nam. The amendments state: 

“During any period that any Armed Force of the Unit- 
ed States is engaged in armed conflict of hostilities in 
Southeast Asia, no person who is a member of that Armed 
Force serving on active duty by virtue of involuntary 
induction under the Universal Military Training and Serv- 
ice Act shall be assigned to perform duty in such area, 
unless (1) such person volunteers for service in such area, 
or (2) the Congress hereafter authorizes by law the as- 
signment to duty in Southeast Asia of persons involun- 
tarily inducted into such Armed Forces.” 


The entire question of the justice of drafting young 
men to fight in Viet Nam has been ignored by the John- 
son Administration, and the Greuning amendments will, 
at the very least, open discussion on this question. 


The concepts used in forming the Greuning amend- 
ment are not new, but they are not widely considered 
either. And there are a number of moral and statistical 


questions that support Greuning’s position: 
Why should Americans be forced to go to Viet 
Nam to kiZl and be killed in a war that has not been 
discussed by Congress? 


Why should American college students be forced 
to interrupt their educations to go to Viet Nam while 
well-trained men in the armed forces reserves are not 
being fully utilized in Viet Nam? 


Why should Americans be forced to go to Viet 
Nam when the government spent $1.93 billion main- 
taining reserve units last year but will not utilize 
these units in Viet Nam? 


Why should Americans be forced to fight in Viet 
Nam while over 300,000 fully equipped, well-trained 
troops are stationed in Europe? 


Since the Greuning amendments will protect the 
rights of college students, it is up to students to support 
it. Students, faculty, and parents should send letters 
supporting the amendments to senators. Also, the Viet 
Nam Day Committee is circulating a petition supporting 
the amendments. Severe! hundred signatures were col- 
lected last week, but many, many more are needed. We 
urge every. student to sign it.

Mrs. Irwin often expresses 
herself emotionally, and I find 
her emotional (and human) 
reactions to others to be one 
of the greatest influences on 
my life. All my life I have 
been taught emotions were 
something to fear and sup- 
press. She was the first per- 
son to tell me man must be 
both rational and emotional; 
to have one and not the other 
is to go against his nature As 
a student she taught me to 
read and write in a meaning- 
ful and genuine way. Unlike 
other teachers who taught me 
to read only for the author's 
ideas, she taught me to read 
for both ideas and a persona) 
response to those ideas; unlike 
other teachers who taught me 
to write purely for the com- 
munication of thought, she 
taught me to write not only 
for communication, but also so 
the reader could read this com- 
munication and make his own 
judgments—she ask the stu- 
dent to relate a personal expe- 
rience in such a way that both 
reader and author may re- 
spond and learn. 

I have found this inter-re- 
action with one’s soul and the 
souls of others through litera- 
ture to be the basic founda- 
tion of learning for many of 
her students. This attitude, I 
am convinced, is the real basis 
for learning and communica- 
tion. I have also learned, by 
talking to her students, that 
this form of education can be 
harmful to some psychological- 
ly, but Mrs. Irwin feels it is 
better to have these students 
drop her class than to sacrifice 
this experience to those whose 
personalities require it. She 
encourages her students to 
think and understand them- 
selves, because through under- 
standing one is more capable of 
surviving the cruclties of life 

Mrs. Irwin has provided me 
with a unique and vital edu- 
cation, and I would like to take 
this opportunity to thank her 
and Sacramento State for pro- 
viding me with this rich expe- 
rience

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SWIMMERS CLOSE SEASON 
WITH FWC CHAMPIONSHIPS

The Hornet swimmers will be looking for a first in 
more ways than one as they compete in the Far Western 
Conference swimming and diving championship this 
weekend at San Francisco State. Play started yesterday 
and is scheduled to run through tomorrow. The prelimi-

Coach Jve Giander took 11 
men with him, including Pat 
Monahan, Pat Harget, George 
Eisert, Dennis Reed, Pete

Conway, Russ Marion, Norm 
Struckman, Howie Lamothe 
and Jerry Chase 

Monahan and Marion are the 
best bets to finish on top. Mon- 
ahan won't be in top form a 
he is still recovering from a 
touch of the flu, but he is en- 
tered in the 200 and 500 yard 
freestyles and possibly the 100 
and 1650-yard freestyles, de- 
pending on how he feels by 
Saturday morning Marion, 
the Hornets’ top diver, has 
been beating everyone in the 
FWC this year and Glander 
has hopes of his finishing on 
top. 

Monahan isn’t the only 
swimmer down with the flu. 
Harget and Eisert, two of 
Glander’s top men, were sick 
last week.

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Bates Views 
Golf Outlook

The Sacramento Union’s 1965 
Athlete of the Year, Bob E. 
Smith, will head up this year's 
SSC varsity golf team—a team 
which coach Aubrey Bates says 
is “as good as last year’s” Far 
Western Conference champion 
Hornets. 


Smith won the Union honor 
for his outstanding play dur- 
ing the 1965 season. He is a 
two-time FWC medalist, win- 
ning last year on a final round 
spurt at the Yolo Flyers 
Country Club. 


Last summer, Bob surprised 
few by winning the Western 
Amateur Golf Championship, 
a tournament considered sec- 
ond only to the National Ama- 
teur Championship in compe- 
tition and prestige- He has 
alsO appeared twice in the 
NCAA College Division Golf 
Championship where he near- 
ly won in 1964. 

The golf team plays six men 
in each match or tournament. 
Ron Knecht, Richard Behl and 
sophomore Dennis Irvine wili 
back up Smith. Vying for the 
other positions on the traveling 
squad will be Leonard Raley, 
John McDonald, Mark Spur- 
geon, Gary Younglove and 
Terre] Whittier. 

Bates doesn’t know what to 
expect from the other FWC 
teams, but the schedule is sure 
to be tough. Besides confer- 
ence opponents, the Hornets 
will face St. Mary’s College 
twice, Hamilton and Mather 
Air Force Bases twice, Uni- 
versity of the Pacific and the 
University of San Francisco. 

The biggest midseason tour- 
nament will be the Western 
Intercollegiates on April 6-9 in 
Santa Cruz.

“She Gor Seat

A small era in itself has come to an end this year 
at Sacramento State College. 

Dick Palmer, the unsung center of the Hornet 
varsity basketball team, completed his intercolle- 
giate cage career last Saturday in triumphant t 
style over Cal State. 

Dick is one of few four-year athletes produced 
by SSC. Many of our athletes come from local junior 
colleges, where they have used up a couple of years 
of eligibility. 

It was a long but exciting grind for Dick, who 
played in all 78 varsity games during his three years 
under coach Ev Shelton. And the whole thing was 
capped when teammates voted him honorary captain 
of the year last week. 

As a freshman, he played the pivot for coach 
Bill Whitaker’s Wasps. Dick didn’t score much as 
a freshman. In fact, he’s never been highly re- 
garded as an offensive threat. But at 6-foot-5, he 
grabbed his share of rebounds. 


He played with former varsity cagers Jim 
(Spider) Thomas, Dennis Allen and Wayne Sheppard. 
The frosh had a winning record, losing only to Chico 
State in conference play. Coach Whitaker is prob- 
ably better remembered as a valuable cog to Shelton’s 
varsity the year before, when SSC won the Far West- 
ern Conference championship and lost the NCAA 
playoff to Mt. St. Marys. 

a oe Throughout his cage ca- 

reer, Dick has given no 
ene the impression of be- 
ing a Wilt Chamberlain 
when it comes to produc- 
ing points. His top per- 
formance during his prep 
years at Stagg High in 
Stockton was 17 points. He 
was voted most improved 
player his senior year at 
Stagg. His SSC career high 
was 21 points when, as a 
sophomore against Hum- 
boldt State in the Chico 
Christmas tournament, he 
took advantage of a 1-3-1 
zone and popped in a bun- 
dle from the corner. 

Gale Butler came _ to 
SSC in Palmer’s sopho- 
more year, so Dick had to 
settle for a corner position. 

“Ski, Kelley and I shared a forward spot,” Dick 
said. “The one who started never finished the game, 
because he always did something wrong and the other 
guy would replace him.” 

Although they won only eight of 26 games 
that year, the Hornets had some tough competi- 
tion. “We played against USF when Ollie John- 
son was a junior,” Dick recalled. “They beat us 
something like 70-37.” 

Dick was close to Butler and Bob Albers in re- 
bounding as a sophomore, and he scored over seven 
points per game. “I scored more as a sophomore than 
I did as a senior,” he mused. 

Last year he once pumped in 18 points before the 
Hornet delay bowed to Chico, 75-72. When Butler 
wrecked his knee and was lost to the team, Palmer 
filled in very capably at the pivot. 

He went on to haul down 209 rebounds for an 
average of eight per game, tops on the team. His 
scoring average soared to 7.8, but the Hornets were 
only 10-16 for the season. His top rebounding mark 
was 18. 

With this year now history in the books, Dick 
scored 117 points for a 4.5 average. He picked 
off a team high 275 rebounds for a 10.5 average, 
including 154 in 12 leagus games for a 12.8 mark, 
good for third place in the FWC. Against Pacific 
College of Fresno, he reached his peak of board 
finesse—23 rebounds. 

Noticeably apparent this year was his improve- 
ment on defense. Dick fouled out of only five games 
all year. “He's the best boy I've seen at falling off 
onto other players to block shots,” Shelton said early 
this year. 

When asked about his best game, Dick had to 
go with SSC’s 90-89 loss to Nevada in Reno this 
year. “Probably our roughest game was against 
Nevada,” he said. “But Chapman had a good 
center, and Budde (Alan Budde of Cal Aggies) 
and Langenheim (John Langenheim of Cal State) 
are pretty rough, too. Langenheim is tough to 
rebound against.” 

“If you want my honest opinion,” he continued, “I 
think Budde is going to be a real fine player.” 

Dick could only praise coach Shelton. “He’s a 
great coach. Really patient. He yelled at me more 
than anybody else in practice. But if you're being 
yelled at, at least he still thinks you have a chance 
at playing. He's always trying to help you.” 

Dick will graduate in June and plans to attend 
Claremont College for post-graduate work. 
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
